The present oecupant and awner 18 Mrs,
Iarael Wistar Morrin, who han materially
ansinted hior mon, Eflingham B, Morris, In
the work of rastoration, Old documents
have leen gone over, family records
senrched and personal recollections re-
vived so that averything about the house
and gardens shall be the same s It wan
over a contury ngo.

Gur fathers, and our great-grandfathers,
too, were famillar with the big brass
plate on the double doors of the house
At 220 Houth Elghth strest, [t bears the
single name “Morrls,'”" almost obliterated
by pollsh and the use of the slbow be-
stowed by generntions of housemaids,

The lock on the inslde of the door Is al-
most big enough for n jail, and the key
incitea the thought that it might belong
to an anclant fortress,

On each side of the door are two win-
down, through the small panes of which
enn be seen blooming plants no matter
what the outside temperature may be,
On the second and third floors are ranges
of five windows, all having the same
smnll panes and broad sash bars. To
the front wall (s aMxed the old Con-
tributorahip Insurance badgo.

The house la bullt of alternating red
Atroteher and black header bricks, with
the deoorwny set between fluted, and
quilled pliasters surmounted by a pedi-
ment of simple deslgn, but of most excel-
lent proportion.

AN OLD-FASHIONED GARDEN.

Through thix doorway admisslon In
gained to the hall which runs to a door
opposito the entrance opening Into a gor-
den full of hox bushes and rose trees and
In svason old-fashioncd flowers., Origl-
nally the garden of the mansion ran back
of a house occupylng the lot at 22, but
this house, which was built in 183 by
Luke Morrls for his daughter, Mrs,
Charles Ellls, has fust been demolishe!
to make room for the new garden which
I8 to be a replica of the old one of Colo-
nial days. A low brick wall surmounted
by an iron ralling has just been erected
to Inclose the property,

Heotween the littls thoroughfare, which
wns once known as Cloodwater alley, now
Bt. James street, and the Morris mansion
was a house belonging to the Philadel-
phia 8aving Fund. This resldence was
also torn down by the owner for protec-
tive measures, and a wall and ralling
simllar to that on the south side of the
Morris hHouss has boen erected.

Changes of ownership, commercinllam,
the extension of the city and lines of
transport have worked havee with our
Coloninl mansions, but in this Instance
the usual order of things has been re-
Veraed, leaving the Morris manslon al-
most the only one of the notable houses
of old Philadelphin unaltered by the
commereinl touch.

Quite a deal of romance and enrly his-
tory have been woven about this land-
mark, which was bullt by John Reyvnolds
in 1786, s0ld to Ann Dunkin by the sheriff.
In 1817, Lukae Wistar Morris, the son of
Captaln Samuel Morris, who was the (U5
taln of the City Troop during the Ravo-
lution, purchased the property, since
when It has passed by Inheritance fromn
one member of the family to another.

It |8 & notable fact that Ef-
fingham B, Morris, Jr, became & meamber
of this organization exactly 100 years
after the death of his great-great-grand-
father, Bamuel Morris

Acoording to famlly records, the genial
captaln was a man of singularly amiable
personality and ons of thes best known
eltizena of hia day., An execsllent horse-
man, a keen sportaman and one who wis
Instrumental In bringing out clearly the
fox hunting slde of Philadelphia life.
In the year 1768 a number of gentlemen
of Philadelphla and Weat Jersay met
at the Philadelphia Coffee Houwe, Front
and Market streets, to organize a fox
hunting «club,

This was mceamplished, and when tha
war with the mother country was im-
minent Captaln Morrls and his triends
wore found with the Philadelphia Troop
of Light Horss, all except four having
baen members of the Gloucester Fox
Hunting Club. Tt was soma time befors
1T that the membera presented Cap-
taln Morris with the china punch bowl
and In which the famousm brew was
made from ftha Cuaptain's own recipe,
which la atill In use.

Mr. Morris says that the Morris Housa
has been occupled three times by four
generatisne of the famlly, with intervals
of a generation betwean the eccupationa.
